If you violate laws that APHIS enforces in the future, we may pursue criminal penalties, or we may 
pursue civil penalties for the violations described in this Official Warning, in addition to any penalties we 
may pursue for any future violations.

You entered, for the purpose of showing or exhibiting, the horse “Power of Poetry,” at 
the 41st Annual Spring Fun Show which tested positive for Sulfur, Hydrocarbons, and 
phthalate.
